‘Teuton Advance in Galicia 
and Bukowina Greatly 
Checked by the Russians, 
Who Are Counter Attack- 
ing in South. 


New York, August 9.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—On none of the battle fronts of 
Europe has the fighting activity of the 


last 24 hours been marked. In Flan- 
ders, however, the great artillery bat- 
tle continues most violently, seemingly 
preparing the way for further heavy 
infantry activity. ; 

The only infantry engagement in 
Flanders has taken place on the line 
between Ypres and Dixmude, ‘with the 
French troops the aggressors in both 
instances. Northwest of Bixschoote 
the French have enlarged further the 
gains made on Wednesday. Southwest 
of Bixschcote, in the region south of 
Langemarck, the French have made 
some progress into the German line. 

Terrain conditions in Flanders, made 
more difficult by the rains of the last 
ten days, are such that without the 
destructicn of enemy defenses by ar- 
tillery fire, it is nearly useless to throw 
forward infantry attacks. There are 
indications that the Anglo-French guns 
of all calibers are engaged in levelling 
the German defense positions. 


BELGIAN COAST 
HEAVILY SHELLED. 


The German general staff reports 
the artillery fire in Ilanders as very 
great, and says it has been especially 
heavy on the Belgian coast and from 
Bixschoote to Hollebeke. The latter 
sector takes in most of the important 
Ypres salient. 

Except for several local raids by the 
French, there has been no infantry ac- 
tivity on the long line fromSt. Quen- 
tin to the Swiss border. The French 
and German guns, however, are ham- 
mering the opposing lines along the 
Aisne front, in Champagne and on 
both banks of the Meuse in the Verdun 
region. 

Apparently, the Russians have 
checked greatly the Austro-German 
advance in Galicia and Bukowina, as 
no notable advances have been made by 
the Teutons since the Russian line stif- 
fened. To the south in Moldavia, the 
Russians and Rumanians are attempt- 
ing to reoccupy the positions north of 
Fokshani lost to Field Marshal Mack- 
ensen’s men. They have attacked the 
Austro-Germans with strong forces, 
but Berlin says the effort failed. The 
number of prisoners taken by the Teu- 
tons in this région is reported to have 
reached 3,300. 


HEAVY GUN DUEL 
ON IN FLANDERS. 


Berlin, August 9.—(Via London. Brit- 
ish Admiralty Per Wireless Press. )— 
The artillery duel in Flanders has again 
increased to the greatest intensity, re- 
ports the German general staff. The 
bombardment has been especially heavy 
on the Belgian coast and from Bixs- 
choote to HollebeKe. 

The statement of the general staff 
says strong forces of Russians and 
Rumanians endeavored to recapture 
ground taken from the north of Fok- 
shani, in Moldavia, but that all the at- 
taeks were repulsed with sanguinary 
losses and that the number of prison- 
ers taken by the Teutonfe allies has 
been increased td 3,300. 


FRENCH ADVANCE 
ON FLANDERS FRONT. 


London, August 9.—Another gain of 
ground by French troops on the Flan- 
ders front, northwest of Bixschoote, Is 
reported in today’s official statement 
on the Franco-Belgian front operations. 


FRENCH CLEAR TRENCH 
IN AISNE REGION. 


Paris, August 9.—In the region of the 
ridge of Chevregny and the Pantheon 
‘there was artillery activity last night. 
says the official report given out today 
by the French war office. North of 
Vaux Les Palameix on the Aisne front, 
a French detachment cleared a Teuton 
trench, inflicting losses on the Ger- 
mans and returned to their own lines. 

The statement reads: 

“There has been activity of both ar- 
tilleries in the region of Pantheon and 
Epine de Chevregny. 

“A surprise attack by French troops 
to the east of Neisy farm resulted in 
their bringing back prisoners. 

“In the region of Eparges, to the 
north of Vaux Les Palameix, one of our 
detachments penetrated the German 
trenches and after a spirited engage- 
ment in the course of which it inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy and broke 
up his organizations, returned without 
losses to our lines. 

“There is nothing to 
remainder of the front.”

SENATOR HARDWICK 
ATTACKS PRESIDENT 


Georgia Committed Error 
in Giving Wilson Its Elec- 
toral Vote, He Says in In- 
terview. ° 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 9.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hardwick has given an inter- 
view to The Washington Post, stating 
in effect that the people of Georgia com- 
mitted am error in giving their electoral 
vote to President Wilson, and in send- 
ing to congress the other members of 
the Georgia delegation, because they 
supported the army draft bill. 

Continuing, he says that since the 
draft act has become law it should be 
obeyed, but that any man who objects 
to a law has aright totestit. He pre- 
dicts that the law will be upheld by the 
courts as constitutional. There is no 
hope of his repeal law being considered, 
he admits. 

“My idea of the proper recourse,” he 
says in the interview published this 
morning in The Post, “and I told the 
people this, is to elect men from presi- 
dent down who will not pass such laws.” 

Senator Hardwick says he does not 
favor actual resistance to the law, al- 
though he is in sympathy with the pur- 
pose to test it. He presumably speaks 
as an attorney in this instance, as he 
said earlier in the interview he believed 
the courts would uphold the law. 

“I told the people of Georgia at mass 
meetings and through the newspapers 
that no matter how bad the law they 
should obey it implicitly, and they have 
been doing so,’ Senator Hardwick is 
quoted as saying. 

‘Some of them think they can have 
recourse through the courts. I do not 
think so. While I believe the law op- 
posed to American institutions and 
principles, I belleve it constitutional. I 
do not think it will be overthrown in 
the courts. Still, every man who ob- 
jects to a law has a right to test it.” 

Referring to the bill he offered in the 
senate to repeal the law, he says he 
would like to press it, but does not see 
how he can, as a majority of the mili- 
tary affairs committee of the senate is 
opposed to it and if they report it at all 
it will be adversely. He adds: 

“IT am atill firm in the belief that the 
drafted Americans should not be sent 
abroad to fight against their wills.”

INCREASE WOULD MAKE 
DEFICIT IN TREASURY 
OF NEARLY $2,000,000 


Representative Joe Hill 
Hall Warns Members That

In spite of the undisputed fact that 
the state has for years heen unable 
to pay the school teachers on time, and 
in face of warning from members that 
the limit of taxation had been reached 
and a larger deficit than ever was im- 
pending, the house in committee of the 
whole voted yesterday afternoon by 61 
to 60 to increase the public school fund 
for the year 1918 to $4,000,000. 

This is an increase of $1,300,000 over 
the appropriation for the current year. 
The appropriation committee had al- 
ready added $300,000 to the fund, mak- 
ing it $3,000,000, when Mr. Burkhalter, 
of Tatnall, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on education, and Mr. Langford, 
of Toombs, offered an amendment to 
increase the fund a cool million over 
the committee’s figure at a_ single 
breath. 

The house spent no more time over 
the matter than it did in arguing the 
proposition to strike from the bill a 
small appropriation of $2,500 for the 
College of Agriculture for Farmers’ in- 
stitutes.

found yesterday by the coroner’s jury 
in Marietta which investigated the 
Killing of a white woman and three 
negroes by a three-inch shell fired by 
student officers from Fort McPherson 
who were engaged in artillery practice 
at Mt. Kennesaw. 

The inquest was held at 3 o'clock 
in the Cobb county courthouse by Cor- 
oner J. W. Booth. Witnesses were 
military officials who had investi- 
gated the misfortune, the list including 
Major Lytle Brown and Major Charles 
Duncan. 

The following verdict was rendered: 

“We, the jury, empaneled to 

investigate the deaths of Mrs. 
Seth Harris, of Jim Hollomon, 
Sr., of Jim Hollomon, Jr., and of 
Charles Martin, find that these 
parties came to their death as the 
result of the explosion of a shell, 
and, after investigation, find all 
parties concerned deeply regretful 
over this sad affair, but fail to 
find any criminal responsibility.” 

The jury was composed of J. M. 
Stone, foreman; W. H. Berkison, B. W. 
Camp, E. D. C. Hanes, J. W. Hardeman 
and C, F. Ward. 

Funeral of Mrs. Harris, 

The body of Mrs. Seth J. Harris, the 
white victim of the artillery shell, will 
De taken from Marietta this morning 
to Dalton, her former home, where the 
funeral and burial will take place. 

She is survived by her husband, who 
is critically ill at Marietta, having been 
confined to bed for several days. He 
suffered a severe relapse when news 
was brought of his wife’s tragic end. 
Mrs. siarris is also survived by two 
children, Paul, aged.8& years, and Nell, 
aged i. 

Because of Wednesday's tragedy,

Washington. August 9.—Wholesale 
claims for exemption from the army. 
draft. reported from many _ sections. 
caused Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der to telegraph the governors of the 
states tonight directing that local 
boards “reduce discharges for de- 
pendéneyv to a far more restricted class 
and to very necessitious and clearly de- 
fined circumstances.” 

In ‘some districts as high as 80 per 
cent of the registrants called for ex- 
amination are filing claims for dis- 
charge on the ground of dependent rela- 
tives. Such a condition indicates, Gen- 
eral Crowder said, that unfair advan- 
tage is being taken of the regulations 
destgned to protect men who Properly 
should be exempted, and. actually 
threatens to interfere seriously with 
the raising of the national army. 

The message to the governors fol- 
lows: 

To Raise Army, First Obiect. 

“Section two of the selective service 
law exempts no person from military 
service on the ground of dependency. 
It only authorizes the president to ex- 
clude or discharge from draft ‘those in 
a status with respect to persons de- 
pendent upon them ,for support which 
renders their exclusion or discharge 
advisable.’ 

“The controlling necessity is to raise 
an army. It is advisable to disturb de- 
pendents just as little as the necessity 
of raising an army will permit. To this

Civilian Boards to Be Held 
Responsible for Men Until 
They Reach Camps—Call 
to Be Sent Through State 
Adjutant Generals. 


Washington, August 9.—Regulations 
under which men of the new national 
army will be called to the colors, be- 
ginning September 1, were issued to- 
night by Provost Marshal General 
Crowder. They map out in detail the 
whole program to be followed until 
every soldier of the selective draft 
has been accepted by the adju- 
tant general of the training canton- 
ment to which he is assigned. 

Two hundred thousand of the first 
687,000 men will be called up Septem- 
ber 1 and forwarded to their camps 
before September 5. The whole busi- 
ness of assembling the levies at ene 
training points, providing them with 
shelter,. food and transportation and 
giving them their actual induction into 
military lives is entrusted to the civil- 
ian loeal boards which selected them 
for service. Until the men reach the 
camps, they will not be in contact 
with uniformed officers. 

To Adjutant General, 
actual call for men will go in 
each case from the provost marshal 
general to the state adjutant general, 
stating the number of men to be sup- 
plied at a specific time. Eaoh local 
board will be promptly informed of its 
proportion inthecall, and the adjutant 
general will fix the date when the men

Prior to the arrival of the men at 
the board headquarters board members 
are instucted to make arrangements for 
their sleeping places and meals. The 
boards will issue tickets for accommo- 
dations to be redeemed for cash later 
by a government disbursing officer. In 
its discretion, the boards may grant 
permission for the men to remain at 
their homes. 

Food Must Be Good. 

Arrived at the board headquarters 
at the hour fixed for reporting, the men 
will be drawn up, the roll called, and 
agents of the board will take them per- 
sonally to their quarters, remaining 
with them until every arrangement for 
their comfort bas been made. Emphatic 
instructions are given that the quality 
of food furnished shall be good and 
the board is held liable for seeing that 
meals are adequate, 

Retreat roll call at the board head- 
quarters, set for 5:30 p. m. on the day 
of reporting to the board, will be the 
first military ceremony the drafted 
men pass through.

“The commission shall have jurisdic- 
tion over all disputes concerning wages 
or conditions of employment in all es- 
tablishments having contracts with the 
government in accordance with the 
eight-hour law of June 19, 1912, or 
March 3, 1913, and shall hear and de- 
termine all labor disputes in which 
more than one thousand workers are 
directly affected and may in its discre- 
tion hear and determine labor disputes 
in which less than one thousand work- 
ers are directly affected. 

“It shall also have authority

to time labor adjust- 
ment committees to hear and deter- 
mine such labor disputes as may be 
assigned to them by the commission, 
where Iess than one thousand workers 
are directly affected such committees 
to be representative of the same ele- 
ments as the commission. The awards 
of the labor adjustment commission or 
the labor adjustment committees pp- 
pointed by it shall be in each case not 
‘more than thirty days after the case 
has been submitted to the commission, 
and shall be binding upon the employers 
and the employees in the plant or plants 
affected for such period as may be ex- 
pressed in the award, but not longer 
than sixty days after the close of the 
war. 

“In every contract hereafter made by 
the government in accordance with the 
eight-hour law of June 19, 1912, or 
March 3, 1913, 
involve the employment of laborers or 
mechanics, there shall be included the 
following stipulations: 

“That wages of persons employed 
upon such contracts shall be computed 
on a basic day rate of eight hours’ 
work, with over time rates to be paid 
for at not less than time and one-half 
for all hours worked in excess of eight 
hours.” 

The statement added that in all such 
government labor contracts should be 
clauses carrying full agreements to the 
adjustment pian.

BEEF, BACUN AND BREAD 


RESTRIGTED IN CANADA 


Ont., —Definite 


Ottawa, August 9. 


} regulations for restricting the use of 


beef, bacon and white bread in public 
eating places and for prohibiting the 
use of wheat in the distillation or man- 
ufacture of alcohol have been promul- 
gated by order in council at the in- 
stance of the food controller. The 
serving of beef and bacon is prohibited 
on Tuesdays and Fridays, and at more 
than oné meal on any other day. Sub- 
stitutes, such as cornbresnd, oat cakes, 
potatoes, etc., must be provided at every 
meal at which white bread is served. 

The term “public eating places” in- 
cludes any hotel, restaurant, cafeteria, 
club or other place where meals to the 
number of 25 a day are served to per- 
sons other than members of the house- 
hold of the proprietor. In all such 
places there must be prominently dis- 
played a printed notice to the effect that 
all persons in ordering their food ought 
to consider the needs of Great Britain 
and her allies and their armies for 
wheat, beef and bacon, and that the 
food controller requires the public to 
do everything in its power to make 
these commodities available by eating 
as little as possible of them and by 
making use of substitutes and avoiding 
waste.

R. Thomas, of New York.” 

Interesting Personality. 

Aside from the interest centering in 
the hostess house, which Miss Kellogg 
will build, her contract to build all the 
hostess houses in the southern canton- 
ments places her among the most 
conspicuous professional women in the 
country and among the architects of 
highest rank.

LET THIS END THE TAPE! 


At a conference of Georgia highway offi- 
cials Thursday the data and statistics com- 
piled by Field Engineer Ed Davis to meet 
the latest demand of the federal good roads 
authorities were carefully gone over and 
approved. This additional mass of informa- 
tion, in the opinion of the state authorities, 
meets—or is intended to meet—the federal 
requirements; and it will be duly and prop- 
erly presented in person by Chairman Pat- 
terson, of the state highway commission, 
who will leave for Washington for that pur- 
pose next Monddy! 

It is to be hoped that this will put a 
quietus upon the petty quibbling and pro 
crastination which has held plans for the 
improvement of the very important Atlanta- 
Macon link in the Dixie highway in suspense 
for more than a year. 

There have been trips galore to Wash 
ington; conferences almost without number; 
reports and supplementary reports; altera- 
tions of plans; objections; counter sugges- 
tions; changes of specified requirements, 
etc., enough to make a man’s head swim, 
since the government, over a year ago, an- 
nounced that Georgia's portion of the fed- 
eral-aid fund was available as soon as this 
state legally qualified itself to receive it. 

The money is in the federal treasury yet; 
and not a tap has been applied under the 
federal act to the roads in this state, to 
improve which it was voted to be used. 

Now, however, there seems to be noth- 
ing further that the state authorities can 
do; and it is to be hoped that the highway 
commission has at last cut through the 
maze of tape and that this will end it. 

At any rate, the next move is up to 
Washington. 


CLOSE THIS GAP! 


In order to hasten the completion of the 
Dixie highway, both as a military necessity 
and because of the general benefit that will 
result, President Allison, of the Dixie High- 


way association, has appealed to the public 
for contributions with which to help close 
the only remaining gap not either completed, 
under construction or provided for—a short 
span through two mountain counties, Rock- 
castle and Laurel, in Kentucky. The back- 
bone of the Cumberland mountains traverses 
these two counties from northeast to south- 
west, as 
Dixie highway, from north to south. 

Each of these counties is small, with 
minor natural rescurces and necessarily of 
limited power to raise revenue from taxa- 
tion. They both have made an utmost ef- 
fort to construct the highway within their 
boundaries. But they have reached their 
limit; leaving a gap seven miles long through 
a practically uninhabited mountainous sec- 
tion having virtually no roads at all, in addil-

Dixie highway will be open for traffic the 
whole way from the northern point of Mich- 
igan to Jacksonville, Fla. 

The western division of the highway, 
owing to difficulties between Chattanooga 
and Nashville, Tenn., cannot be opened in- 
side of one, and perhaps two, years, which 
makes the opening of the eastern branch 
this fall all the more important—and that is 
what is desired, and should be done. 

Thousands of tourists are waiting for 
this north-south road to be opened, and im- 
mediately it is reported open all points along 
the route, from the Great Lakes to Florida, 
will begin reaping immense direct financial 
returns. 

The value of this highway to the nation 
just at this time, and for the duration of the 
war at least—as it has been emphasized by 
General Leonard Wood and officials of the 
war department-—cannot be discounted, es- 
pecially owing to the fact that a large num- 
ber of mobilization camps and army can- 
tonments have been established on or adja- 
cent to the route. 

Thus the early completion of the high- 
way becomes a patriotic, public duty. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that business 
men along the route—who will be most 


immediately rewarded in direct financial re- 


turns—and citizens generally, whether re- 
siding along the highway or not, who have 
a patriotic interest in the military enter- 
prises of the country, or who, in addition, 
have a public-spirit interest in the develop- 
ment and welfare of the south and of the 
northern states traversed by the highway, 
will respond liberally to this call. 

Had the two counties concerned refused 
to do their part or shown a spirit of unwil- 
lingness to co-operate in the building of the 
highway, the proposition would be different, 
but such is not the case. Precisely the op- 
posite is true. Both counties have done all 
possible within their power to carry their 
portion of the burden; they have done won- 
derfully well. But they have simply reached 
the limit of their resources; and under the 
circumstances, generous outside assistance 
is due them and the enterprise itself. 

Carl Fister, of Indianapolis, has started 
the proposed fund with a donation of $5,000, 
provisional, of course, upon the balance of 
the $60,000 fund’s being similarly subscribed. 

Thus a splendid beginning has been made, 
and there is every reason to believe that the 
emulation of Mr. Fisher in his contribution 
will be so general—not necessarily in equal 
amounts—that before snow flies in the Cum- 
berlands the gap will be bridged and the 
Dixie highway opened for the north to south 
traffic of the nation. 


SECTION FOURTEEN. 


In its final analysis the Georgia house of 
representatives defeated section 14 of the 
general tax act upon the theory that the 


state is not prepared to bring about an in- 
crease in its interest rate on farm mortgage 
loans. 

A direct increase in the farm mortgage 
loan interest rate in Georgia is exactly what 
section 14 would have meant had it been 
enacted; and the house very wisely decided 
that it was not willing to undertake a ven- 
ture, the undoubted effect of which would 
be to drive foreign loan investments out of 
the state, or else to have kept them here 
and operating on a basis that would have 


meant an increase in the interest rates to 


the extent of the proposed tax. 

Other states have tried a similar expert- 
ment, and Alabama—one of the number— 
repealed its action within one year at the 
expense of calling an extra session of the 
legislature to do it. 

This house is made up largely of farmers, 


and no one knows better than they what a 


low interest rate on farm land loans means 
to the farmers, hence their attitude toward 
section 14. 

It would be an entirely different matter 
were Georgia the only state in which outside 
capital could seek investment; but Georgia 
is simply one of forty-eight states. 

The coming in of outside capital in the 
shape of investments at low interest rates 
naturally holds down the interest rates on 
loans advanced by local capital. 

In ten years’ time we have seen the in- 
terest rate on farm loans in Georgia descend 
from 12 and 15 per cent to from 6 and 8 
per cent, farm loans for the most part today 
not exceeding 6 per cent. 

This decline in interest rates has been 
caused by the fact that hundreds of millions 
of dollars have come into Georgia during 
the last decade in quest of investment.

PATTERSON TO TAKE 
MACON-ATLANTA ROAD 
DATA TO WASHINGTON 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman; Consult- 
ing Engineers Strahan and Kneale and Field 
Engineer Ed Davis, of the State Highway 
commission, held a conference Thursday 
morning and went over the report of Engi- 
neer Davis upon the additional data and in- 
formation desired by the United States office 
of good roads, upon which to base its de- 
cision upon the Atlanta-Macon highway proj- 
ect. 

The highway commission officials are of 
the opinion that Mr. Davis’ report covers 
all the details desired by the Washington au- 
thorities, and that with the submitting of 
this data there will mo longer be a reason 
why the Atlanta-Macon project should not 
be approved and money from the federal gov- 
ernment for aid in the construction of this 
highway should be forthcoming. 

At the conference the details of the re- 
port were gone into and approved. The for- 
mal report from this data is now being pre- 
pared and Judge Patterson expects to go to 
Washington next Monday to lay this matter 
before the United States office of good roade 
and to ask for Georgia’s money. Judge Pat- 
terson is detained from going to Washing- 
ton before Monday by reason of the fact 
that the report is not yet in final shape, 
and by the additional fact that, as a member 
of the state prison commission, it is necessary 
for him to be here for deliberations of that 
body during the remainder of this week. 

Professor Strahan also submitted to the 
conference further details on the Walton 

Oconee county projects, upon which he 
has been working. The data upon this proj- 
ect, which contemplates the construction 
of a highway from Monroe to Athens, is 
also about complete. 

All information, Judge Patterson stated 
several days ago, has already been received 
on the Blue Springs highway project, which 
contemplates the construction of a highway 
from Quitman to Valdosta.

DAILY CALESTHENICS 
FOR FIRE DEPARTMENT 
FAVORED BY CODY 


If the plans of Atlanta Fire Chief Wil- 
liam B. Cody develop favorably, in a few 
weeks every city fireman will have his morn- 
ing calesthenics, except when to do so would 
prevent him from attending to his guties as 
fireman.

Prussian City of Krefeld 
Is Velvet and Silk Center 


Krefeld, the city of Prussia from which 
comes the news of the death of Lieutenant 
Schaefer, one of Germany’s star aviators who 
had been. credited with the destruction of 
thirty airplanes belonging to the allies, is 
the subject of a bulletin issued by the Na- 
tiona! Geographic soctety which says: 

“Krefeld, the great silk and velvet manu- 
facturing center of henish Prussia, from 
which America and England annually re- 
ceived $5,000,000 worth of these fabrics before 
the war, is one of the most progressive of 
modern German municipalities. Its popula- 
tion at the outbreak of the war wags 130,000, 
having increased four-fold during the last 
half of the nineteenth century. 

‘Unlike most cities dating from medieval 
times (the first mention of it occurs in the 
annals of the twelfth century), Krefeld was 
always an open town. The four great boule- 
vards which inclose it form a great rectangle 
instead of a circle, such as the boulevards 
which have replaced the fortifications of 
walled cities. 

“The city is situated three miles from the 

Rhine on the left bank and is 34 miles north- 
west of Cologne and 15 miles northwest of 
Dusseldorf. Its water commerce passes 
through the large harbor of Linn, which it 
Owns. ! 
‘The propserity of Krefeld is attributed 
to the fact that it offered an asylum to Prot- 
estants and Mennonites in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, these peoples, fleeing 
from religious persecution, brought with them 
the art of velvet, linen and silk weaving, the 
last named being. introduced from Holland 
in the eighteenth century. Now, or at least 
in the prosperous times just before the out- 
break of the war, there were more than 
20,000 looms in operation in the city, pro- 
ducing fabrics valued at $20,000,000 annually. 
Other industrial activities of the community 
included the manufacture of cellulose, chemi- 
cals, leather, dyes, carpets, cravats, cotton 
goods and machinery. The Krefeld technical 
school for the study of the textile industry 1s 
world-famous and in times of peace enrolls 
students from many couniries. 

“Three miles to the south of 
the Gradbach road, a memorial of the battle 
of Krefeld in which Frederick the Great's 
general, the Duke of Brunswick, defeated the 
French during the Seven Year's war. 

“From a sentimental standpoint Krefeld 
derives its chief importance to the people of 
Germany from the fact that it was here that 
Karl Wilhelm, composer of the national air, 
“Die Wacht Am Rhein,” was living at the 
time that he gave that music to Prussia. 
Wilhelm was born at Schmalkaldan in 1815, 
but for 25 years (1846 to 1865) he was a 
music teacher and director at Krefeld, where 
a monument has heen erected to his memory.”

On Deck of U-Boat “ 


Then Submerged

Liverpool, August 9.—William Snell, 
a negro of Jacksonville, Fla., the only 
American survivor of the British steam- 
ship Belgian Prince, which was sunk 
July 31 by a German submarine with 
the loss of 38 lives, today gave details 
of his experiences to the Associated 
Press. He said: 

“A torpedo hit the engine room. A 
submarine then quickly came to tne 
surface about 200 yards to’ starboard | 
and fired at our wireless apparatus, | 

“We left the Belgian Prince in three | 
boats and had got fifty yards from the 
ship when the submarine came along- | 
side and asked for our captain, who} 
was taken aboard and inside the U-boat. ! 

“We were then ordered to the deck | 
of the submarine, where we were told 
by the commander to remove our life 
belts and to lie on the deck. This we 
did. Then the commander went into , 
the boats, threw the oars into the Sea, | 
and had his men remove the provisions. 
After that the plugs were taken out of 
holes in the boats which were then cast 
adrift. 

“The submarine went to the northeast ' 
for twelve miles, the commander tak-, 
ing the life belts to the top of the con- 
ning tower and throwing them over-, 
board. I hid mine under a raincoat, | 
and as the submarine began to sub- | 
merge I tied mine around my neck 
and jumped into the sea. 

“The rest of the crew stayed on deck 
until they were swept off-by the sea 
as the boat dived. It was a terrible 
sight. One by one they threw up their 
hands and went down, or, fighting to 
keep up, they splashed water as they 
disappeared.” 


Washington, August 3—Four Amer!- 
cans were lost in the tragic destruction 
of the British steamer Belgian Prince 
by a German submarine. 

How the submarine commander took 
the life preservers from the refugees, 
destroved the oars of their lifeboats, 
and then, after ranging them along the 
deck of the U-boat suddenly submerged, 
leaving his victims to drown, was told 
in recent news, but is told anew in to- 
dav’s official consular dispatches.

Falling Off in Demand 
From Distillers Cause of 
the Slump in the Former. 
Oats Show More Firmness. 
Provisions Up. 


Chicago, August 9.—Notwithstanding

Instead of the food control bill, the 
government crop report formed the

The initial strength. was. as- 
cribed to disappointment over the 
cutting down of the government esti- 
mate of the probable domestic yield of 
wheat this season. 

Relative firmness of oats appeared 
to be due mainly to wet weather, which 
delayed threshing.

There were signs of substantial sup- 
port in war issues and steels during 
the occasional intervals of unsettle- 
ment, but certain equipments and the 
motors were again under a cloud.
